ERSIA is so rarely in the nows 
that to many in this country 

It fa still the Innd of Omar Khny- 
yam and Liza Lehmann’s ‘Persian 
Garden.” 

It comes, therefore, somewhat as 
n shock when a country so tradi- 
tlonnily romantic leaps into the 
Hmelight as a breaker ‘of its word. 

But tho Persian cancellation of 
the: Angto-Persian. Ol] concession, 
which docs not expire till 1961, 
comen as fess of a shock to those 
who live in Persia, or who, Ike 
myself, have recently visited it. 
For, although Persia's countryside 
is still medinevally simplo, in--the 
towns a New Persia, tho creation 
of Shah Riza Khan, has complotely 
awept away tho traditional Persia 
of miniatures and nightingales and 
gardens, ‘ 

Shah Rizo himself {s 2 most 
romantic figure. As a youth he 
was a porter in a foreign Legation 
in Teheran, He then ontered tho 
Army and rose to commissioned 
rank, and after the war ho brought 
about a military coup d’ctat, oust- 
ed the reigning Kafar Dynasty, and 
nseended the Imperial Throne, 

He camo to roform, and .there 
waa much to reform, and ho has 
accomplished muct, In loss than 
n decade he hes created tolerable 
public secucity, and has establish- 
ad his authority throughout the 
wholo country. 


Persian Pride, 

But still more remarkable have 
been. the psychological effects. of 
his careor on the Persian outlook 
generally. Persians throughout 
history, have been as notorious 23 
the Abyssinians for conceit. When 
the Abyssinians were admitted in-, 
to the League of Nations, thoy 
were described as “Libres et ficrs 
dans leurs montagnes.” 

The same might bo sald of the 
Porslans, with the qualification 
that they only retained their inde- 
pendence because the numerous 
conquerors who successively in- 
yaded them did not find it worth 
thelr while to remain in a country 
of which three-quarters was sterile 
mountain and arid desert.

But to-day, thanks to Riza Khan’s 
prowess, Persian pride hns soared 
to whnt amounts to a superiority 
complex vis a vis the rest of the 
world. 

The Now Persia is very pleased 
with itsolf, and imagines that the 
rest of the world fs equally im- 
pressed. Never once during my 
visit did [ hear a Persian discuss- 
ing the Anglo-Persian Exhibition 
in London from the point of view 
of art; but always the topic would 
produce vivid quotations from tho 
slightly fulsome specches made by 
the British hosts on occasions of 
ceremony, to prove that in the eyes 
of the world Persia was ono of tho 
Great Powers. 

Evon n short acquaintance with 
tho Toheran daily Press raveals 
the existence of-the New Persian 
slogan: “Liberation from tho 
Foreign Yoko.” 

Russla’s Example. 

For this.attitude, Perain’s closest 
and most important nelghbours, 
Russia and Turkey, are mainly 
responsible. 

Mustafa. Kemal had abolished 
the Capitulstions with a stroke of 
the pen; two years Inter Riza Khan 
did the same. Russia is still the 
traditlonal enemy of Persia; but, 
at the same time, the New Persian 
has been definitely impressed by 
Sovict dare-dovil tactles—debt re- 
pudiations, the cancellation of tho 
Lena Goldfields concoasion, and tne 
Hke. fe 

Finally, recent eVenta in Irciand 
have been followed with great in- 
terest. In Ireland, end ~ prepon- 
deratingly In Russia and Turkey, 
Great Britain has borne the main 
shock; and the Russian Press, 
which circulates freely in’ Persia, 
never wearies of describing Great 
Britain as a self-secking capitalist 
—an outlook which has ended in 
finding an ccho in Persian newa- 
papers and even in official circles. 

Just before my arrival in 
Teheran, o Persian army con- 
tingont had been rather roughly 
handled by some brigands on the 
frontier.

Oil Revenue. 


But Persta’s main proplom is 
finance. Riza Khan undoubtedly 
hoped that ho could 
national prosperity; but ho was’ 
handicapped in two directions, On 
the ono hand, Persian has suffered 
seriously from the effects of world 
depress{on: on tho other, neithor 
the Shah nor hia advisera wera at 
all familiar with world conditions 
or had the financial experience 
necessary to deal with national, to 
say nothing of international 
finance, 

And in their inexperience they 
thought local leyfalation could 
romedy ovils which originated, not 
in Persin, but in the world at 
Inrge. It was like Canuto attempt- 
ing to control tho rising tide. Tho 
country is being starved of esson- 
tial goods which it cannot produce 


, with’ ono 


itaclf, becnuse importers refuse 
te take risk of dangerous trades. 

And 80 we come to Porsin’é pre- 
carious Budget. Its only really 
stable item is the royalties from 
tho Anglo-Porsian Oi] Company; 
and this year, owing to the world 
depression, they were inevitably 
far below previous figures.” But 
the Persian outcry which greoted 
their publication was no sudden 
phenomenon. 

Madly Excited. 

For years the topic of Toberan 
conversation was the so-called 
Infquitous terms of the concession. 
1 was tackled on every occasion 
with the argument that It was un- 
fnir that the profits from the oil,| 
which belonged to Porsia, should 
not in their. great entirety go to 
Porsig. 

It was quite uscloss to argue 
that Perala, without foreign as- 
sistance, would never have raised 
tho off out of the ground, and that 
Persinns could nof eat thelr cake 
and have it. 

It waa thus no surprise to-read 
that Teheran had gone mad with 
excitement.over tho news of the 
cancellation. But more interesting 
were the comments of. Moscow on 
the subject. There Riza Khan's 
action was likewise hailed with 
Joy. } 

But though these pacans osten- 
sibly applauded another blow at 
tottering British Imperialism 
the East, is it not possible that 
Moscow was far more Interested in 
a possiblo dislocation of tho Per- 
sian oll-fields, which would give 1 
very welcome fillip to Russian ofl 
industrics, 60 conveniently placed 
in the neighbouring Cnucasus?

ee a public attention at the moment must be engrossed in 
the American debt and the Shanhaikuan fighting, a whole*serics 
of questions are being discussed at Geneva which are of hardly 
less importance, and the outcome of which must influence and be 
influenced by decisions made in Washington.

HE first great shock In the re- 
gion of the New Testament 
came from Strauss. Strauss re- 
Hed on the critical reconstruction of 
New Testament history which had 
been put forward by the scholara 
of what was called the Tubingen 
school, notably F, C. Baur, 

They had pronounced the New 
Testament story to be gravely mis- 
lending. Poul, in their eyes, was 
a reckless innovator, whose teach- 
ing was never accepted by the older 
diaciples. 

The picture -in Acts of a har- 
moniour co-operation between Peter 
and Paul was a well-intentloned but 
untrustworthy eirenic. The Gos- 
pels all dated from the accond cen- 
tury. 

This theory was gradunily  de- 
molished, largely by tho patient 
work of Englishscholara, above all 
“the Cambridge ‘Three, Lightfoot, 
Westcott, and Hort. 
taken it for granted, and had act 
nimeel£ to explain how the Gospel 
story had grown up. 


Renan’s Christ. - 
It was, he believed, the product of 


“the mytho-pocic faculty.” With- 
out any’ intention to deceive, the 


figure of Jesus, a Galilean teacher 


of pure and holy life, who had come 
into inevitable collision with the 
ecclesiastical outhoritics ond had 
been put to death, had then been 
surrounded with an Increasing aurn 
of mystery and miracle. 

Almost nothing of the Gospel 
story was actually true, but tho idea 
of “the Christ’ might still be re- 
garded as a symbol of the divino in

Further paticnt examination o 
the evidence revealed o muc 
stronger basis for the traditional 
belief than Strauss had supposed. - 

After Strauss came 
man with far more appreciation 
of Christianity and.of the “uni- 
queness” of the historic Jesus. 

Nevertheless, he resolved the 
wholo story into a beautiful ro- 
mance of o young Rabbi, gradually 
persuaded by the enthusiasm of His 
followera to decome over- 
enthusfastic about Himsclf, and to 
make extravagant and superhuman 
claims. The “Vie de Jesus” was 
a poem which became much better 
known in England than Strauss’s 
“oben Jesu,” and did much more

On January 8 Mr. R.W.S. was 
walking from Tsun Wan to Kam 
Tin, (see N.N. 75), he had pasacd 
the brow of the hill 
way down to the first village when 
his dog, a setter, snw the tail of a 
snake protruding from behind 1 
rock. The dog waa cautious, 
sniffing gingerly, not excited nas he 
would ha.e been Hf it had been 
mammal. Mr, R. W. S, looked first at 
the tail and then at a head rained 
about 10 inches from the ground 
which appeared around the other 
side of the rock 3 fect from the 
path. The snake was putting out 
its tongue, tasting the afr. My 
friend, having n short stick handy 
smote it once, abeut 18 inches he- 
hind the head. This apparently 
stunned the snake and he, thinking 
it dead ticd a bit of atring round 
its neck, coiled it round the stick 
and proceeded on his way. Pre- 
sently he met some friends who 
noticed that the snake was not dead 
and one of them, remarking that he 
knew how to Kill “rock pythons,” 
took a penknife and made a big cut 
in the snake’s head.

When all that a finesse will gain fs 
an extra immaterial trick, and 
when, if it fatls, you stand tu lose 
your contract, a person who will 
take n finesse cnnnot expect to oc- 
cupy a place among the experts of 
his community, In other words, 
you should school yourself no that 
you can take your finessces or Icave 
them alone.

RAVE concern {s expresaed on 

nll hands at the growing 

perila of the streets and highways 
of this country. 

It is but natural that the an- 
xiety occasioned by the heavy tol! 
of life duc to vehicular mishaps 
should lend to a variety of mincon- 
ceptions concerning thelr cause, 
and to a great many polemic out. 
bursts from the representatives of 
one or other of the several partion 
concerned, : 

In all that concerns the asocinl 
habits and relationships of man- 
kind there will always be a con- 
let of opinion regarding the de- 
sirablity of evolutionary phascs. 
What is progressive to some will 
appear retrograde to others; 
change is held to connote decay; 
liberty is confused with ‘licence, 
and the acceleration in our mode 
of some people, to a calamitous 
end. : 

However one may view the mat- 
ter, the progress of civilisntion, of 
which the density and speed of 
road traffic is an important phase, 
fs an inevitable as the alteration 
of might and day. 

Adapting Methods to Changing 

Conditions.. 

This being so it behaves us to 
necept the fact that people must 
pass along and across eur thor- 
oughfares at a tempo consistent 
with modern conditions, and it ts, 
therefore necessary so to adapt 
our methods and manners as to 
minimise the ussociated hazards. 
Progress cannot be stayed, so that 
the related circumstances of pre- 
sent-day life must be adjusted to 
suit each other. 

It is uncommonly easy, parti- 
cularly if one’s own interests and 
safety be intimately concerned, to 
be led to false conclusions on the 
aubject of road trafic conditions. 
Among the most dangerous ‘ten- 
dencies is that of endenvouring to 
fix the responsibility for accidents 
in genera! upon onc particular 
class of road user. 

In co-operation with the Minis- 
try ‘of Transport, the National 
“Safety First” Association is con- 
ducting a research into the circum- 
stances In which fatal road acci- 
dents occur in England and Wales. 
An interim report has becn pre- 
sented to the executive committee 
of the Association by Lt.-Col. 
J. A. A. Pickard, the general 
secretary, which provides some ex- 
tremely illuminating statistics and 
comments on this subject.

which has been published by this 
body, and tanking Into considera- 
tion all that has become self-evi- 
dent during the Inst ten years of 
trafic development, certain facts 
atand out very clearly, and there 
ix no person in this country upon 
wham there does not devolve the 
urgent duty of giving close study 
to the subject and practical ex- 
pression. to such general recom- 
mendations as it is possible to 
make. 
Divided Reaponsibility for 
Road Safety. 

Responsibility for the safety of 
road users cannot He in one direc- 
tion. It is at least fourfold, and 
nothing but harm can result from 
any endeavour to relieve one party 
of its obligations, whether legal or 
moral. 

Motorists should remember that 
the machines in thelr charge can 
quickly become lethal weapons 
against which the pedestrian has 
an unequal chance. Pedestrians, 
on the other hand, should appre- 
ciate that the task of controlling 
even a modern motor-car is one 
which engages the full attention 
of the driver, and that he should 
not be embarrassed hy wanton: 
neglect and irresponsible actions | 
on their part. 

It should also be remembered 
that, according to-the statement 
prepared by the National Safety 
First Association, almost ns many 
motorists a3 pedestrians are kill- 
ed in road aceidents,.2 point which 
is not as widely known.as it should 
be. 

In general terms the onus of 
purauing a proper course of be- 
haviour in regard to road traffic is 
on four parties, and many persons 
may come under more than one of 
these cutegorics:— ‘ 

1. Those in charge of vehicles. 
2. ‘Inuse concerned In the de- 

signing, maintenance, and gov- 
ernment of thoroughfares and 
continuous buildings, whether 
local authorities or private 
pereons. : 

. Adult pedestrians. 

. Parents, guardians, teachers, 
and others responsible for the 
training of children. 

A fifth category may perhaps be 
recognised—the people engaged in 
the manufacture, repair, storage, 
and maintenance of vehicles. 

Broadly speaking, the behaviour 
of each of these classes should be 
governed by the one quality—com- 
mon sense. The exercise of this 
faculty alone would in a short 
time climinate the greater part of 
existing road hazards, but it is, 
unfortunately, the case that very 
many people, whose conduct in 
other respecta may be unexcep- 
tionable, frequently and peraist- 
ently behave in a most irrespon- 
sible manner in regard to their 


obligations to fellow rozd users,).

How Pedestrians May 
Contribute tu Safety. 

In the third category almost 
everyone is Included, and {t is not, 
unfortunately, always the case 
that the motorist, when he is on 
foot, conducts himself more intel- 
ligently than other podeatrians. 
When traversing 2 thoroughfare on 
foot it is essential that ono’s inten- 
tion should be made clear to any- 
one who might as a result become 
involved {n a colfisron. Hasty or 
hesitant behaviour in the roadway 
often imposes upon & driver or 
cyclist an unfair emergency. Like 
every other road-user, tho pedes- 
trian should not only give indica- 
tion of his own intentions, but 
should observe, and be guided by, 
the signals of others. 

The inculeation of road sense in- 
to the minds of children is one of 
the most ‘important conalderatioas 
nssocilated with thfa subject. The 
statistics compiled by the Ministry 
of Transport and the National 
"Safety Firat” Association show 
that more than half of the juvenile 
victims of accidants ir. the period 
under review were between the 
ages of three and elght, the most 
dangerous age being between four 
and five. In almost every ense of 
a fatality involving victims of 
these tender years the accident re- 
sulted from the child’s running 
thoughtlessly into the roadway.

Thero’s more truth than humour in that state- 
ment, according to George M, Cohan, author, actor, 
producer and song-wrlter, who makes it. For it is 
entirely without optimism that Cohan, who makes his 
talking-picture debut with Claudette Colbert and 
Jimmy Durante in "The Phanton Presldent”’, surveys 
the prospect of young people breaking onto the stage 
nt the present. : 


“There never was a harder time In the history of 
the atage for young folk to get a stage dance,” says 
the min who has alded thousands in their riso. 


“The chief cause for this is the decline and 
nlmost total elimination of stock companies. Stock 
and vaudeville always were the training school for 
future Broadway favourites, 


"In formor days, producers always had scouts 
looking over players on the road, in companies In 
amall towns and vaudeville. If a young showed 
promise, he was snatched up. 


“To-day, producers cannot go to such spots for 
talent, They dure not take inexperienced players. 
‘they must have sure-fire work In every part because 
todday a play Js either a hit or a failure, and no 
producer will take a gamble which may cause hia 
Investment to Jand in the tntter class, So, they cast 
with experienced players and these stand-bys continue 
to control the field. . 


“Beeuuse Broadway cannot afford to train for 
the future, young ambitious actors find the doors 
almost closed to them. They look toward the serecn. 
Hard as motion picture ‘gate crashing’ is, it is easier 
than the stage. Unknown are given chances in films.” 


Cohan, who has been a dominant figure in the 
American theatre for more than u quarter-century, 
playa two roles in his firat talkie, Ho is: first a 
enndidate for President who lacks the personality to 
win yotca, and second medicine-show barker brimming ° 
with personality who [s hired to impersonate the 
former, The result fs highly hilarious.
